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Railways, the Latest and Best Friends of 
Progress. 

We are living in the midst of great events, and 
scarcely realise them. We are so mixed up one 
way or the other in the melee, that we can not 
take it in as a whole. People who jostle each 
other in the crowd can not describe its proceed- 
ings as well as those who stand a little way off. 
Those who come after us when they read the his- 
tory of this war will comprehend its vastness, and 
the nature of its operations better than we do 
ourselves. So of the Railway system, which is 
spreading itself over the world. We have a good 
idea of a car and the rails, and appreciate their 
great convenience and personal advantage to our- 
selves when we travel, or receive an article of ne- 
cessity or a bale of merchandize, that has come a 
thousand miles in three days in answer toa telegra- 
phic despatch. Still we are of the opinion that 
the final results of railways upon the social ‘condi- 
tion, and progress of nations are not éven now 
fully realised. “In the days of stage coaches” says 
a recent writer ‘“ the majority of people were born, 
lived, and died amidst the prejudices and habits 
of their progenitors. They seldom travelled be- 


yond the confines of their business. spheres,:and, 
as a consequence, they had a narrowness of ideas; 
still, there was a desire to look at other pictures 
than those of their own back-parlor. Man natu- 
rally inclined to explore distant places, but the 
difficulty of locomotion fettered him. True, there 
were horses and’ iiterly canals, coaches, he 
might carry himself » out any other help, but 
he could neither travel at fifty miles an hour in 
this way, or journey for three cents a mile. Money 
and time in large quantities were indispensable. 
Unfortunately, the mass had them not, and, there- 
fore, were debarred from that extensive contem- 
plation of nature’s grandeur and variety which is 
so inspiring, so refreshing, and so thought-arousing 
to every intelligent creature.” 

Some of us remember the slow progress of loco- 
motion before the introduction of railways, when 
journies were first performed on horseback. Mr. 
Perrit late President of the Chamber of Commerce 
as he recently informed us, made his first journey 
to the banks of. the Ohio from New York in this 
way, and was many weeks on his journey. Flat- 
boats ‘on the Mississippi which’ descended, but 
never ascended the streams, sloops sometimes a 
fortnight on the voyage between Albany and New 
York, batteaux on the Mohawk two or three days 
descending the river from Utica to Schenectady, 
and a week or ten days in returning, a distance of 
about one hundred miles, then the post coaches 
which with fresh horses every ten miles, made the 
same distance in twelve and fourteen hours, and 
finally canal boats very comfortable but very slow, 
were all the means the public had for passing 
from one point to another, no matter in what haste 
they might be. New York was in fact quite in 
advance of the other states even with this sort of 
locomotion. 

Railways have superseded all this. In the 
words of the same writer we have already quoted, 
they “have given us access to the’ snowy peak, 
the sunny vineyard, the restless ocean, the placid 
valley. They have given to the toiling thousands 
of pent up cities the bracing breeze and the open 
country, where the simple daisy springs freshly 
‘above her grassy bed, and the minstrelsy of a 
myriad of sinless warblers echoes from vale to vale. 
Again, they have brought together all nations, 





They have aided the establishing of competitive 


emporiums, where numberless arts outvie each 
other, and men of different tongues meet together 
with one object—the social advancement of man- 
kind.” 

In this country they have done more than this. 
They have created and populated states, but a few 
years since merely vast forests and plains. In 
Europe they have merely established easy connec- 
tions between ancient cities and ports; here they 
have called new ones into existence. Immigration 


common in the old world; here it. is going on at 
the count of millions. It is not unusual ‘to:see 
whole colonies passing westward. over, the rails, to 
settle down, where ‘‘life, liberty, and the pursuit,of 
happiness” are at last secured.. From New York 
to Chicago a thousand. miles, we. travel .comfort- 
ably in two days anda night. Before, the.rebel- 
lion we could reach New Orleans in four,days:;The 
country was then united.in bonds.which seemed 
infrangible, and it would have remained so. but for 
the ambitious and reckless ;men who) opposed 
themselves to progress, fraternity and, peace. 

Our postal communications have also been. vast- 
ly improved. by the introduction of railways. Post- 
age itself is reduced from 25cts. and 12cts, a letter 
to three, and this reduction, of expense hasbeen 
a great’ boon to. humanity, a great. quickener of 
commercial enterprise, a cementation of distance 
and even separate interests," vag making as a 
family of brothers. 

The transmission of useful and entertaining 
knowledge, has become’ practicable through the 
mails at amoderate charge, Publishers distribute 
through the Post offices, large quantities‘of their 
newest and most valuable works,.and their adver- 
tisements to this’ effect are constantly seen in-the 
newspapers, an evidence that the methed is. popu- 
lar and remunerative.. It; wonld not be possible 
to transport the present amount of mail matter by 
the old method of muil coaches, . The number of 
miles of railways in the United States, constructed 
and in progress of, construction,is 61,114... The 
exact number of passengers transported annually 
is estimated at twice that in England, or about 
three hundred millions, most of whom would never 
have traveled at all but for railways. What a vast

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provement, and business, has the system produced ? 
So in a sanitary point of view. Railways assist in 
the preservation of health, particularly that of 
cities, We should not be able to warm our dwel- 
lings without the fuel which our railways bring 
us from Pennsylvania and Maryland, nor supply 
our tables but for the cattle which they transport 
to us from a thousand hills, the wheat from the 
prairies, and the esculents from distant fields. 
Our fish, flesh, fruit, meat and milk come to us 
almost exclusively by railway. New York could 
never have become or remain what it is, without 
its aid, nor any of our great cities, especially those 
in the interior. 

Our agricultural interests are equally promoted 
in the same way. Land which laid waste, is now 
reached and cultivated with profit. So also lands 
of virgin soil have become accessible, and the 
Great West and North Weet have been opened to 
settlement, and “the wilderness now blossoms as 
the rose.” Railways have in fact doubled the 
area of the United States, as well as their popula- 
tion, and they are destined to connect the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans, and give us a Continental 
breadth, and an Imperial power. They have de- 
veloped our latent and natural strength to such 





an extent, that we are in equality with the great- 
est and oldest nations on the globe, with the pros- 
pect at the end of the present century of being the 
most populous of any of them, except China per- 
haps. And this population, if they are true to 
themselv the principles taught them by their 
fathers and the institutions we have inherited, 
will, with their material strength be the instructors, 
guides, of nations and the masters of the future. 





Opening of the Fordham Horse Railroad. 

An act authorizing a Company to jay Rail- 
road tracks from Harlem bridge in Morrisania to 
Fordham was passed at the last session of the 
Legislature, and approved by the Governor 2d May 
last. The action of the company under this law 
was restrained by an injunction obtained by cer- 
tain parties from Buffalo and Jersey City, and it 
was only after several month’s litigation the in- 
junction was removed and the Company enabled 
to proceed. On the 2d November, the road was 
opened for travel, and the occasion interesting in 
the highest degree to the people of Westchester, 
brought out a large number to witness the cere- 
mony. Five cars with double teams left the depot 
on the South side of Harlem bridge, at about 2 
o’clock p. m. of that day, laden with officials and 
invited guests, among whom were the President 
Jno. B. Haskin, Esq., and Mr. Van Haack, Vice 
President of the Company; Mr. Darling the Presi- 
dent of the 8d Avenue Railroad Company, P. C 
Tallman, Esq., Ex-member of Assembly, A. B. 
Tappan State Prison Inspector, F. B. Gilley, Mr. 
D. Armstrong, Superintendent, and other distin- 
guished persons, one of them the oldest living inhab- 
itant of the county. The train was greéted along 
the route by the inhabitants, embracing all classes 
of people, who expressed the most lively satisfac- 
tion at the success of the work. At Morrisania, 
the guests were conveyed in stages to Fordham 
to which place the road will be completed by the 
25th inst., and where an excellent dinner was pre- 
pared for them at Ittner’s Hotel. Appropriate 
speeches were made and toasts drank in honor of 
the event, and all expressed their pleasure at the 
consummation of wishes long and ardently ex- 
pressed, 


There can be no doubt this road will be very 
advantageous to the beautiful Westchester suburbs 
of New York for many obvious reasons, and that 
it will pay well, cannot for a moment be doubted. 
We hope to see more of these roads established 
in the vicinity of New York.

How we Ride in New York. 

We give the illustrations accompanying this 
article for the double purpose of giving our dis- 
tant readers an idea of the style of vehicles in 
which our streets are traveled by the general pub- 
lic, and of showing the improvement that has 
been made in them during the past few years. 

The omnibus (fig. 1,) with entrance behind and 
seats on the sides, facing each other, originated in 
Paris in 1827. In 1830 the first one was made in 
New York and run on Broadway. As many as

five hundred have been in use here at one time; 
but in consequence of the introduction of street 
railways (which. our London cousins insist still 
are a nuisance) the number of omnibuses, or 
stages, as they are almost universally called here, 
has been considerably reduced. 

To stand the hard usage and jolting over the 


the toughest and best seasoned wood, and put 
together in the most perfect manner—putty joints 
do not answer. To give an idea of the hard 
usage, we would state that the iron tires of a New 
York omnibus are, when new, an inch thick, and 
are only expected to last four months. 

To secure ease of draft the wheels are made as 
large as they possibly can be and still retain the 
proper line of draft, from the shoulder of the 
horse to the centre of the forward axle, thus

Important Patent Suit. 
The suit brought by Irvin A. Williams vs. the

A very grave question however, suggesfs itsel 
at this'moment, which we imagine will require the 
action of Congress, and which has been a source 
of great anxiety to the friends of the project. | It 
arises under the 7th section of the act of Incorpo” 
ration, which, as our readers probably remember, 
became a law on the Ist of July, 1862, when it was 
approved by the President. The first clause of 
this section reads as follows : 


“ And be it further enacted, That said Company 
shall file their assent to this act. under the seal of 
the said Company in the Department of the In- 
terior within one year after the passage of this 
act,” 

Now, as the Company did not exist until the 
29th or 80th of October last, the year for the filing 
of its assent under its seal had expired for more 
than three months, and therefore the present or- 
ganization falls to the ground, and with it the 
charter under which it proposes to act. 

It is true that at Chicago it was resolved to file 
an assent of the Corporators as soon as practicable, 
though we do not learn whether the Executive 
Committee attended to it or not. Probably it did, 
but it is contended that their assent was not re- 
quired by the charter; the corporators had no seal, 
and were no Company, nor had they the rights of 
one. In the act they are not treatedas such.~ On 
the contrary they are styled the ‘ Board of Com- 
missioners,” and their duties were expressly de- 
clared to be those of preparing and securing an 
organization of the Company, by obtaining sub- 
scriptions to a certain amount, securing an elec- 
tion of Directors, and after that, they were to cease 
as a body politic and corporate. So that their 
assent was not required by the law, and, if given, 
was without effect. The word Company is exclu- 
sively applied to the new organization ; and it is 
their’ assent, under seal, which the law requires 
to be filed within one year from July, 1862. If it 
should turn out that in consequence of the delay 
in organization the charter has fallen through, it 
is & proper inquiry as to whose fault it was. The 
Executive Committee are apparently the respon- 
sible parties, for what they did in October might 
just as well have been done in July last, and with- 
in the year required. 

It would seem then that some further legislation 
will be required to remety this defect in the pre- 
sent organization. And doubtless Congress will 
be willing to apply the remedy, if it shall appear 
that the present proceedings are in good faith, and 
unconditional, as from the character of the prin- 
¢ipal parties connected with it, would appear. We 
consider the Pacific Railroad one of the grandest 
projects of our day, and we should deeply regret 
any delay in its construction. This however is 
not so likely to occur as might be supposed 
since the Eastern and Western divisions of the 
Pacific Railroad are now being constructed by 








endowed by it with Shi vilagee Si in common with the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company, and may con- 
struct the remaining, or central divisions, without 
the aid of any further legislation. 

It will be for Congress to determine this in- 
teresting question. But be this as it may, we feel 
assured that this great chain between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans is certain to be made, and is 
no longer to be considered as questionable. 





Crossing Railroad Tracks.--Duaty of Persons 
to Look Both Ways for Trains, 
MOTION FOR NON-SUIT. SUPERVISORY POWER OF 

COURTS OVER THE VERDICTS OF JURIES. PLAIN- 
TIFF MUST SHOW THE ACCIDENT TO HAVE RE- 
SULTED FROM NO NEGLIGENCE OF HIS OWN IN 
ORDER TO RECOVER OR TO SUSTAIN A VERDICT 

IN HIS FAVOR. 


This was an action brought against the Hudson 
River Railroad Company, to recover damages for 
causing the death of Henry Ernst. The case was 
tried at the Rensselaer Circuit in May, 1859, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Gould and a jury. The judge 
declined to submit any question of fact to the 
jury; and directed a non-suit, and ordered the 
plaintiffs’ exceptions to be heard in the first in- 
stance at the General Term of the Supreme Court. 
The following are the controlling facts as stated 
by the General Term : 

For half a century there has been a public 
highway leading from Sandlake to the city of 
Albany, passing through the village of Bath, and 
over the Hudson River, by what is known as the 
Bath Ferry. 

The defendants operate the Troy and Greenbush 
Railroad, which is located on the east bank of the 
Hudson River, and crosses, at the same level, this 
public highway at Bath. The company have a 
station house there, located east of the track, and 
just north of the highway leading to the ferry, 
and ordinarily, have a flagman stationed at the 
crossing. 

On the 29th of December, 1855, the deceased, 
having a pair of horses attached to a sleigh, was 








passing upon this highway, bound for the city of 
Albany. His home was in the eastern part of the 
county of Rensselaer, some fourteen or fifteen 
miles from Bath. His family consisted of a wife, 
(the plaintiff,) and six daughters. 

On arriving at Bath, he stopped at a tavern 
about 158 feet east of the railroad track. As the 
ferry-boat was ready to start, and was only wait- 
ing for him, the deceased unhitched his team, 
seated himself upon the sleigh bottom facing the 
west, and drove at a quick pace directly towards 
the boat. Just as he approached the railroad 
crossing, he came in collision with the defendants’ 
train of cars moving south, receiving an injury 
that caused his death. 

The plaintiff's testator was a teamster, and for 
more than twenty-five years used the road to 
Albany, crossing at the Bath Ferry, and very fre- 
quently crossed there. On the morning of the 
accident, he went to Bath by the Sandlake road, 
from which the cars were visible if looked for, as 
far as the Nail Factory, some miles distant, and 
might be seen nearly all the way from there to 
Bath crossing. He stopped at Dearstyne’s tavern 
till the ferry-boat was ready to start; he then 


, | came out hurriedly, and drove towards the ferry- 


boat at a rapid rate of speed. He had a two- 
berse team and an empty sleigh. It was cold 











a a shawl al ear his rs ‘He 
ay no bells on. his horses. In going from the 
tavern to the boat, the road is nearly level, or a 
little ascending for 158 feet, when jit is crossed by 
the railroad track. For the whole of this dis- 
tance, except in passing the station house, a 
building twelve or thirteen feet wide, there is no 
obstacle to seeing a train approaching from the 
north. The approach of a train can be heard 
without bell or whistle, from one to two miles, 
The noise of that train had been heard by one 
Ostrander, same time before deceased left the 
tavern. When deceased was at the middle of 
Mineral street,.125 feet from the track, Ostrander, 
whom he had nearly run into, heard the noise of 
the coming cars, looked round, and saw them 
coming. The cars were moving at the rate of 
from thirty to forty miles an hour. Although in 
a situation to hear, no witness who was examined 
heard the bell or whistle before the collision. 
This omission on the part of the engineer in 
charge of the train, attracted the attention of the 
ferryman at the time of the collision. 

Miller, the regular flagman, was absent, and no 
flagman or other person was present to warn 
travelers of the approach of the train. The flag- 
man is ordinarily there for the purpose of signal- 
izing the train when to stop for. passengers, 

Shortly before the collision, and as the deceased 
approached the track, some person on the ferry- 
boat made signals and motioned for deceased to 
come on. At the same time there was other 
hallooing in the street near the crossing. Other 
motions were made; one man motioned with his 
hand, waving it towards the east. The bystanders 
understood the meaning of these signals different- 
ly; one thought it meant to keep off; another 
thought it meant to come on the boat; while 
others did not understand the meaning at all. 

The approach of the train was perceived by 
several persons near the crossing; some saw it; 
some heard it. The witness did not observe 
whether the deceased looked up or down the rail- 
road track, as he approached the crossing, and it 
did not appear that he looked in either direction. 

The negligence imputed to the company by the 
plaintiff, and on which the claim to maintain the 
action was founded, consisted in the omission, by 
the defendants’ engineer to ring the bell and 
sound the steam whistle, as required by the 
statute, for a distance of eighty rods before reach- 
ing the crossing. 

The defence consisted in an attempt to prove 
that the plaintiff’s intestate was also guilty of 
negligence, and that such negligence occasioned 
the collision of the train with his team which 
caused his death. 

The General Term of the Supreme Court ren- 
dered judgment in favor of the plaintiff. The 
Court of Appeals now reverse that judgment, and 
hold that Justice Gould, was right in granting the 
non-suit at the trial. 

The following are portions of the opinion ren- 
dered at the decision of the case by the Court of 
Appeals : 

E. Darwin Situ, J.—Practically, a duplicate 
issue arises on the trial in all this class of cases; 
and to recover, plaintiff, it is held, must prevail 
upon both issues. But in principle, there is but a 
single issue. The plaintiff must present a case of 








unmixed negligence ; a case where the injury is the 
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fact, and belongs to the jury; but it is to be 











; ray of the defendant's 1 eee 
ghere no negligence or fault of his own con- 
jributed in any degree to producing such injury. 
Aparty sueing for negligence must cone into'the 
court faultless, He must not present a mere bal- 
anced case. The burden of proof is upon him, 
and he must satisfy the court, by the greater 
weight of the testimony, that without’ any ‘care- 
jessness or blame on his part, he has ‘suffered an 
injury from the wrongful act, default or negli- 
gence of the defendant. For such injury the law 
gives redress. This is the principle upon which 
the action for negligence at common law is based. 

When the application for a non-suit was made 
on the trial of this action, did the plaintiff present 
such a case? Most clearly, it seems to me he did 
not, It was at best, upon the undisputed evi- 
dence, a clear case of mixed negligence. It is 
impossible, I think, to hold or find otherwise upon 
the whole evidence. A verdict finding that the 
death of the plaintiff’s intestate was caused by 
the exclusive negligence of the defendants, and 
without any want of due care and caution on the 
part of the deceased, would I think, be utterly 
unwarranted by the evidence, and unsustainable, 
according to the view in respect to the degree of 
care required of persons attempting to cross a 
railroad track, hereinafter more fully discussed. 
In this view, it was the clear duty of the judge to 
direct a non-suit. 

In no case, as I understand the rule, is it the 
duty of the circuit judge to submit a case to the 
jury, unless the evidence is so doubtful or con- 
ficting, that a verdict for the plaintiff or defend- 
ant could be sustained, and ought not to be dis- 
turbed, upon the principles governing the review, 
by the courts, of the verdicts of juries. * * 

It is not the jury, but the courts which adminis- 
ter justice. The duty and responsibility of seemg 
that equal and impartial justice is meted out to 
il men, devolves under the constitution, by the 
common law, upon the judges of the courts. 
Juries are meré assistants of the courts, whose 
province it is to aid them in the decision of dis- 
puted questions of fact. If there is no real dis- 
pute in a case the court gives judgment. * * * 

So far as the duty is clear and definite upon un- 
disputed facts, it belongs to the courts to declare 
and apply the law. But when the duty depends 
upon the exercise or omission of ordinary care, or 
common prudence, the question I agrée, is one of 


determined by them upon principles known and 
recognized by the courts. On an application for 
& non-suit in' such a case, the circuit judge is 
called upon to apply to the evidence his obsérva- 
tion, common sense, and common experience, and 
to determine whether allowing every legitimate 
inference which the jury might possibly draw 
from it, they would be authorized to find a verdict 
for the plaintiff; and the same rule applies’ in the 
review of this verdict, if the case should have 
been submitted to them and a verdict rendered.

Persons riding, driving ‘or passing in the crowded 
streets of a city, or driving horses upon a race 
course, will ordinarily exercise, and are bound: 
and required to exercise a much higher degree of 
care than travelers upon the common highways 
of the country. So with persons crossing:a rail- 
road track, where trains are constantly passing, 
propelled by the powerful agent of steam. Such 
collisions almost invariably and inevitably are 
attended with fatal consequences, and occasion 
more or less loss of life. Common prudence re- 
quires‘a much higher degree of care and caution. 
We come then to the question, vhat is common 
prudence, or what degree of care does common 
prudence enjoin and require in the crossing, of a 
railroad track? This case illustrates the rule, and 
presents as I conceive a complete negative answer 
to the question. The conduct of Ernst, the intes- 
tate, in his attempt to cross the defendants’ rail- 

road, at the time of the collision which caused 
his death, shows most clearly, as I think, what is 
not common prudence in the crossing of a railroad 
track. * * * * * 

I think the conclusion is rational and legitimate 
that in the judgment and opinion of a majority of 
men, common prudence forbids the attempt by any 
person, to cross the track of a railroad in constant 
use, without first taking the precaution to lok 
both ways upon the track, and see and ascertain 
that a train is not approaching in either direction, 
and that the omission to do so is per se, gross negli- 
gence, in view of the danger to be avoided, and the 
fatal consequences in any accident resulting from 
such omission. 

As therefore, upon the whole issue, it was im- 
possible for the jury to find that the plaintiff had 
made out a clear affirmative case of negligence 
on the part of the defendants, unmixed with any 
degree of negligence on the part of the deceased, 
contributing to the injury sustained, it was not 
the duty of the circuit judge to have submitted 
the case to the jury, and the motion for a non-suit 
should have been granted. 

Judgment reversed, and a new trial ordered. 





The Crops of 1862 and 1863. 

We have an abstract of the report of the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, giving a comparative 
statement of the crops of 1862. and 1863 in the 
loyal States. The aniount of the. crops in 1862 is 
estimated from the. census returns. of 1860. The 
amount’ for 1868 is made up chiefly from the 
returiis to the Agricultural Department. The re- 
port shows an increase in the crop of ‘wheat over 
last year of 1,074,739 bushels, an increase in oats 
of 2,337,170 bushels, a decrease in corn of 137,- 
640,580 bushels, and a decrease in potatoes of 
15,668,088 bushels, Assuming that the domestic 
consumption of wheat and corn in 1864 will be 
the same as in 1863, itis found that there will be 
a surplus of 41,761,047 bushels of wheat for ¢x- 
portation, and a deficiency of 125,860,238 bushels 
of corn, which must be provided for by greater 
economy in feeding and a greater proportional 
consumption of wheat.

Old Colony and Newport Railroad. 

At a meeting of the stockholders of this com- 
pany, held at Providence on the 29th ult., it was 
voted to accept all acts and resolves enacted by 
the Legislatures of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island affecting the interests of the Old Colony 
and Newpcrt Railroad corporation. It was also 
voted to give authority to the directors to dispose 
of the stock owned by the corporation, and issue 
8,849 new shares of the par value of $100 each. 
The present number of shares in the corporation 
is 81,151, of which 25,788 shares are held by 
stockholders, and 5,368 by the company. Judge 
Abbott said the vote contemplated the possible 
increase of the capital stock of the corporation to 
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$4,000,000, although the present condition of the 
road did not require that the stock should actu- 
ally be greater than $3,500,000. The charter of 
the road allows the increase of the capital stock 
to $4,230,000. It was likewise voted to request 
the directors to make, as soon as consistent with 
the interests of the road, a dividend from the sur- 
plus earnings of the corporation ; and a proposi- 
tion that the time for making such dividend should 
not be further ahead than four months, was also 
adopted. 


Progress of the New York City Railroads. 

Notwithstanding the publicity given to the rail- 
roads now building in our city, we are continually 
beset with inquiries for information in regard to 
where the new roads commence and where they 
terminate, their general route, and so forth. From 
the communications which we daily receive in 
reference to the new roads, we are led to believe 





;;that if there is one subject more than another 


upon which our citizens are in a blissful state of 
ignorance, it is on the matter of the new city rail- 
roads. 

With the Second, Third, Fourth, Sixth, Eighth, 
and Ninth avenue lines, the people have grown 
familiar; but the “Gridiron and the “ Grand 
Belt” are enigmas which they cannot solve. The 
more they try the more they are mystified, and 
after many attempts to straighten the matter in 
their minds, finally give it up in despair. Many 
persons walk a block or two further and take cars 
or roads the routes of which they know, rather 
than take passage on cars of which they know not 
whence they come nor whither they are going. 
Beside the Gridiron and belt, there are the Avenue 
A, Avenue D, East Broadway, and other roads, 
which are equal mystifications. The contem- 
plated route of the road technically known as the 
“ Belt Railréad” is as follows : 

Starting from South Ferry, foot of Whitehall 
street, which is the southern termini of the Belt 
and Gridiron, the cars will proceed up Whitehall 
street to Bowling Green, turning thence into Bat- 
tery place, will pass the upper end of the Battery, 
and continue their course through West street and 
Tenth avenue to Fifty-ninth street, through which 
street a track will be laid connecting with the 
east side of the city, whence following the East 
River, as far as practicable, the line will be ex- 
tended until it enters South street; thence down 
South street to the South Ferry. On South street 
a track has already been laid as far as Market 
street. A track will be laid also in Front street, 
belonging to the same road. The cars of the 
Belt road are now running on the west side of 
the city as far as Fifty-ninth street. The com- 
pany intend when the road is in full working 
order to run 150 cars. Twenty-six cars are at 
present running on the line daily. A temporary 
depot has been established at Fifty-second street. 

The Gridiron road will be formed by the co- 
operation of several companies whose charters 
empower them to lay tracks for the most part on 
the intersecting streets of New York, that is from 
East-to West. The East Broadway road will com- 
mence at the Williamsburgh Ferry, foot of Grand 
street, and run thence down Grand street and 
East Broadway to Chatham street, where, taking 
the Third avenue track, it will continue to the 
City Hall Park, establishing its terminus on the 
open space in front of Tryon row. Operations 
will not, in all probability, be commenced on this 
road before next Spring. 

The Avenue A road also hasits beginning at the 
Williamsburgh Ferry, passing through Grand and 
Lewis streets to Avenue A, thence to Fourteenth 
street, where, taking a westerly course, it crosses 
the First, Second, Third and Fourth avenues, and 
terminates at Broadway. The Avenue D road 
commences at the Houston street Ferry, and will 
pass westerly and northerly through various streets 
and avenues to Broadway. A long time will 
elapse before either of these roads will be com- 
pleted. 





The Broome street road passing through Broome, 








Greene, and Wooster streets, University plac, 
Broadway to Central Park, is now in operat,” 
and enjoying a liberal share of patronage. ‘

part of the “gridiron,” which will connect the 
Jersey City Ferry at the foot of Desbrosses 
with Williamsburgh Ferry foot of Grand 8 
passing through Canal, Division, Grand, and the 
avenues on the east side. There is also a line jy 
course of construction in Thirty-second street 
which will extend from the east to the west sid, 
of the city. These are in brief the routes of the 
roads now being constructed in New York, all of 
which will doubtless be in successful operation }

The amount of taxes levied on property in 194 
amounted to $3,673,129, of which $1,221,064 wy 
for State purposes (including federal tax,) being 
77 cents per $100 valuation, and $2,453,065 fq 
county purposes. The State tax averaged $3 9 
to each inhabitant. 

The receipts into the State Treasury, from a] 
sources in 1862 amounted to $1,031,529, and th 
expenditures for the same year to $1,146,744 
The expenditures were equal to $3 02 to each ip 
habitant.

One of the marvelous events of our time is the 
readiness with which the people of the North and 
West furnish the Government with money to carry 


In the revolution it was almost-impossible to 
obtain means for that great struggle, and we 
finally had to depend on foreign aid to help us 
In the war of 1812-15, the credit: of 
the Government was low and its stocks depre- 
Even during the 
administration of John Tyler, Mr. Robinson went 
abroad at his request to obtain pecuniary aid and 
oat returned unsuccessful. In Mr. Buchanan’s ad- 
ministration at its close, so dark were the pros- 
pects of the country, that money even in small 
sums was obtained with difficulty at 12 per cent., 
and now within three years past when assailed by 


internal foes, carrying off as it seemed one ha 
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the States, our treasury and mints robbed by pub- 
lie men to whom the nation had given its confi- 
dence, some of the stoutest hearts began to 
despair of the republic. Under the pressure of 
these difficulties, with battles lost, all our South- 
ern seaports captured from us, the Mississippi 
closed, and our National capital threatened with 
destruction, it seemed as if nothing but the inter- 
position of Divine Providence could snatch us 
from impending ruin. 

When in addition to these domestic embarrass- 
ments we were compelled to submit to serious in- 
juries inflicted upon us abroad, the two greatest 
powers of the Eastern world hastened to give to 
the rebellion the dignity of a just war, and we 
were told that not a dollar should be loaned us 
in our need, it appeared as if we were about to be 
overwhelmed in the struggle which had been 
forced upon us, and sink into the Lethe of Nations. 
But what have we lived to see? The most ex- 
traordinary resources that nothing can impair, the 
most cheerful acquiescence in the necessities of 
the time, the utmost readiness to be taxed, and 
pay our taxes, the wealth of the nation freely 
offered in the public service, the money demanded 
by the Government poured forth from every foun- 
tain and reservoir, its securities sought for with 
avidity, its stocks rising to par and keeping there 
steadily through all the fluctuations of the mar- 
ket, or the temporary reverses of the contest, the 
interest paid regularly in gold as if we were still 
at peace, and, notwithstanding the people had 
already lent the Government eight hundred mil- 
lions of dollars, and were circulating at par 

‘ nearly four hundred millions of Treasury notes 
on which there was no interest, we see, even 
within the last fortnight, thirty-six millions 
more have been subscribed to the public loans, 
although the rate of interest is low compared 
with that of the commercial and financial world. 
While our taxes have necessarily increased, the 
interest of money has fallen, offering this compen- 
sation in a most effective and timely way ; and so 
without asking Europe for its sympathy or its aid 
we stand on the impregnable base of our native 
wealth, our national strength, our unflinching 
courage, and our unchanged convictions. The 
old world may well be surprised at such a specta- 
cle, and regard such a nation with unfeigned 
astonishment. Weare surprised ourselves. Con- 
nected with all these circumstances, we must not 
forget the value of that system which has 
so well harmonized with public opinion, and 
has been so effectual in directing the financial 
power of the conntry. With the exception of a 
few mistakes at the outset, the general adminis- 
tration of the Treasury department has been of 
the most masterly character, and if we could 
separate tlie Minister of Finance from the politi- 
cal aspirant, he would be the most faultless Cabi- 
net officer in our history. 


There is not a shadow of a doubt existing in the 
minds of the people, that the public funds of this 
country are of the most solid character, that the 
evidences of our national debt are the securest of 
all our public securities ; that investments made 
in that direction are the most desirable that accu- 
mulating capital can desire, and that the income 


of the nation is not only now sufficient for every 


present and future demand upon it, but offers the 
cértain means for returning the principal, at an 





earlier day, than is really desirable for the holders. 
It is a foregone conclusion, visible to every eye, 
that this war is near its close, and that the coun- 
try is to come out of it with a lustre which will 
pale all its former brightness. Nor can the ob- 
serving writer on finance shut his eyes to the 
results of the recent state elections, as an evidence 
of the determination of the people, to forget all 
the faults of their Constitutional Government, all 
its haste, or weakness or errors in the one grand 
determination, that the unity of our system is to 
be maintained, all our correlatives are to be kept 
in their former places, and the industry, wealth, 
power, and character of the country as it was, are 
to be fully maintained, against treason within our 
borders, or a world in arms without. Such a 
Nationality as we are now establishing in this 
wondrous way, makes its financial system im- 
pregnable, its progress certain, our prosperity 
measureless and enduring. 

The money market has been rather close for 
some time past, and the rate of interest on the 
street 7 per cent to all but the most favored bor- 
rowers. It is certainly a remarkable fact, that 
notwithstanding the supposed if not actual infla- 
tion of the currency beyond all former precedent, 
that money frequently becomes scarcein Wall st., 
and the operators there especially, although “ to 
the manner born” often find it difficult to carry 
their stocks for a day without paying pretty dear 
for the privilege. We should argue from all this, 
that the legitimate business of the country is in- 
creasing as fast as money can be had to carry it 
on, and that no matter whether there are three 
hundred or six F undred millions of paper in circu- 
lation, new and profitable channels of employment 
will be created in which it will float without diffi- 
culty. It certainly looks so, notwithstanding all 
the counter experience of other nations. 

The Stock market has with singular non-con- 
formity to old theories improved in the face of the 
street money market. The dividend paying Rail- 
ways stocks are being gradually absorbed in large 
quantities for bona fide investments, by people who 
are determined to hold on, who believe in railways, 
in progress, and the final grand destinies of the 
Nation. 

The rumor of a combination bid for the last 
$100,000,000 of the 5-20’s is pronounced to be un- 
true. As the Country is supplying Mr. Chase with 
all the money he wants, any attempt of the kind 
proposed would savor of an arrangement, tainted 
and unjustifiable. There is no such movement in 
contemplation. 

The news from abroad is favorable in all 
respects. The result of the recent election in this 
state gives further assurance that no political 
creed can stand in the way of the Union sentiment, 
and thus the Nation grows stronger every day, 
and its financial stability is secured.

Atlantic and Great Western Railway. 

The following report has been made to the 
Stock Exchange by the Standing Committee on 
the Securities to’ be dealt in, in reference to the 
bonds of the Atlantic and Great Western Railway 
Company : 

The Atlantic and Great Western saatienys—e 
line of'broad gauge, single track, partly com- 
pleted, from Salamanca on the Erie line to Dayton 
in Ohio, soon expected to be finished, and by 
means of junctions with and leases of other lines, 
to complete a broad gauge between New York 
and Cleveland, and New York, Cincinnati and St. 
Louis—is'a separate corporation in each of the three 
States of New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio, but 
united as one company. in interest by mutual con- 
tracts. The New York and Pennsylvania divisions 
are complete, and have been built almost exclu- 
sively by negotiation of bonds and stock in Europe; 
the Ohio division is in progress, and though the 
funds have been mainly furnished in Europe, a 
portion of the 1st mortgage bonds has been nego- 
tiated in New York, and application is made to 
place the bonds of the Ohio Company upon the 
regular list. The interlacing of the interests of 
the Ohio Company with those of New York and 
Pennsylvania, makes it necessary to submit the 
statements herewith as to each of them, obtained 
from official sources. It is recommended that the 
first and second mortgage bonds of the Atlantic 
and Great Western Railway of Ohio be regularly 
called ; the bonds of $1,000 and $500 to constitute 
regular delivery. The bonds of $100 may be 
specially called free. 

We learn that this road, under the enterprising 
contractors and their efficient agents, is now 
being pushed forward rapidly to completion. The 
Akron Beacon says that the track has ‘already 
reached Norton, while the company have a large 
quantity of iron and ties on hand, for the purpose 
of putting the road in running order as fast.as the 
grading is completed. 


Freight on Horse Railroads. 

An important decision has recently been made 
at the quarter sessions in the city of Philadelphia 
by Judge Thompson, arising out of the following 
circumstances : 

David R. Porter, a conductor on the Tenth and 
Eleventh Streets Passenger Railway, was charged 
with committing an assault and battery upon a 
passenger. It was alleged that the passenger got 
on the front platform witha trunk. After paying 
his fare, the conductor demanded pay for the 
trunk. This was refused as the passenger alleged 
that he had no more money. It was alleged that 
the conductor then struck the man on the face 
and threw him from the car. 

The defence alleged that when the conductor 
required the money for the trunk the passenger 
raised a hammer which he held in his hand and 
threatened to pay the conductor with that instead 


of money. The conductor then ordered him to 


get off, and upon his refusal pushed him off. 
Neither the charter nor the regulations of the 
Company were put in evidence at the trial, as to 
the carrying of baggage. The Judge was of the 
opinion, that the cars were only for passengers, 
and that it was questionable whether any one had 
a right to inconvenience them by incumbering 
them with baggage. The case went to the Jury in 
this condition, and they not being able to agree on
